But’many Treaties have been made fiance then, and 
the Spaniards have kept themfelves in Pofleffion of the 
largeit and fineft Countries of America, denying a 
Freedom of Intercourfe and Commerce to all other 
Nations. 

As to the Second, 

Tue Spaniards that at firft gained Pofleffion of Ame- 
rica were chiefly Men of narrow Fortunes, daring 
Spirits, and uncivilized Principles; fo that the Truth 
feems to be (leaving Religion out of the Queftion) that 
Spain, for the Sake of Order and the Prefervation of 
their Conquefts, was neceflitated to check their Pro- 
ceedings, and fet Bounds to their enormous and ex- 
orbitant Pretenfions. Columbus was accufed, difgraced, 
and fent from his Government in Chains: Cortex was 
recalled from his Command, and died fufpected in O/@ 
Spain; and Sir William Monfon ob{erves, that no Man 
that had commanded in Peru eicaped Death or Im- 
prifonment, but Pedro de la Gafca: ‘ Francis Pizarro and 
‘ his Brother (fays Sir Wiliam) beheaded Almagro ; 
* Almagro’s Son murdered Francis Pizarro; Blajco ap- 
* prehended Vuaca de Caftro; Gonzalo Pizarro flew 
‘ Blafco Nunez, and Gajfca did as mach to Gonzalo 
© Pizarro:’ -—- And what untold Numbers of the 
Peruvians and Mexican:, were havock’d and deftroy’d 
by the wild Ambition or Cruelty of their Conquerors ! 
—— Alas! How much does the undifcerned Hand of 
Providence, in its infinite Wifdom, put it in the 
Power of Man to be ferviceable to Man! How often 
for one to make happy or miferable, protect or deftroy 
Millions, and Millions of the soblef Being in this fub- 
lunary Creation! And what a mean, what a vain, 
what a deftruétive, wretched Apimal is Man devoid of 
Social Virtue and Religion. 

F. Bartholomew de las Cafas, the firft that fang Mafs 
in the Weft Indies, being an Enemy to thofe Cruelties, 
returned into Spain, to reprefent them, and defend the 
Indians. But what Oppofition did he not meet with 
from the Avarice or private Views of particular Men! 
Antonio de Herrera informs us, ‘ That a Paper for the 
* Reformation of Abufes being delivered in, and no- 
‘ thing being done in it, F. Ca/as excepted againit 
‘ the whole Council of the Indies; and that the Kin 
¢ thereupon appointed fome Perfons of other Couficils 
‘ to examine into the Controverfy : That many Ob- 
‘ jections were ftarted againft F. Ca/as, the Indians. be- 
‘ ing reprefented as fcarce rational Creatures, and him- 
‘ felf not a little reviled ; but that he eafily refelled all 
‘ their Allegations, clearing himfelf, juititying the Jn- 
‘ dians, and plainly demonitrating ow /hamefully the 
‘King was impaled enby his Governors and other Offers, 
* avho not only concealed the Truth from him, but defrauded 
* him of bis Revenues, and made them/felves, great 
Eftates. —— And the Hiftorian further acquaints us, 
« That, whilft thefe* Things were in Agitation, the 
‘ Bifhop of Darien arrived at Court, whom F. Cajas 
‘ took the Liberty to reprimand for not having pro- 
« ceeded againit Peter Arias, for his many Cruelties 
* and Bxorbitanicies : That the Bifhop juftifying him- 
« felf, a Difpute arofe, and the Bithop of Badajoz ac- 
« quaintiig the King with it, his Majefty ordered 
‘ dine they fhould appear before him, and argue the 
« Cafe in his Prefente. Accordingly, on the Day ap- 
‘ pointed, the Bifhop of Darien (after having urged, 
* that he had fomé ‘Things which were not ht to de- 
publick) 
_€ felf fully, made a fhort Speech, wherein he only 
‘ ke of the ‘Wanits they had fuffered at Darien, {aid 
‘ the firit Governor had been dad, the next much «wor/, 
‘ and concluded with vilifying the Jndians. F. Cafas 
« was ordered to fpeak next, who faid, He was one of 
« the firft that went over to the Indies ; that he had been 
‘ an Eye-witnefs of all the Mifmanagement there 5 that 
‘ he had laid the fame before King Ferdinand, King 
‘ Philip, and the Governors of the Kingdom, which 
« laft had given good Orders for redrefling of Grievan- 


.*»without paying the Fifth to the King, becaufe the 
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‘ ces: That be was ftill labouring for the fame End, tha* 
* there were Minifters of the Enemy of all Good that endeas 
* voured to oppofe it: That what Bt did was not in 
‘ any Rewsard, nor even to ferve bis Majefy, 
* dutiful Subje® be was; —— but for the Service of 
* God, which would every Way redaund to bis Majefty’s 
‘ Advantage: im be then for ever renounced any ota 
‘ or Advantage his Majefty foould to beftow on him 
* but that an Nadie ote at Wi ac nt ade 
« able of being brought to the Chriflian Faith, and to eve 
« politely, contrary to what the Bijhep of Darien had de- 
‘ clared: And therefore be conjured bis Majefty to fet them 
’ right, and remove their Grievances. - Then @ 
Francifcan Fryat was ordered WP age who faid, He 
had been fome Years on Hi/paniola, and commanded 
by his Superiors to count the Jndians, which he did ; 
and iome Years after repeated the fame by their Or- 
ders, when he found, shat many thoufands of them had 
‘ been defrayed; and if the Blood of one Man iuft 
fain, cried to Heaven for V. engeance, «what miphe ? 
dreaded from the Blood of fo many thoufands ? ——— 
Then the ddmiral was commanded to deliver what he 
had to offer, who declared, That what thofe Fathers 
had faid was evident, which was the Occafion of his 
coming to fignify the fame to the late King, and 
now to his Majefty, whom he begged to apply proper 
Remedies to thofe Diforders. But (continues 
Herrera) nothing was at that Time concluded, as to 
the Affairs of the Jndies, the King being then called 
away to take upon him the Imperial Crown, as he 
foon did, by the Nanie of Charles V.” 
However, afterwards many good Laws and Ordi- 
nances were pafled, from time to time, in favour of thé 
indians, for better regulating the Affairs of the 
Indies; and nothing is more evident than that thé 
Chriftian Religion, and the Labours of the Clergy, 
were very ufeful to the Spaniards, as well to ‘ubjeét, as 
to retain in Obedience the Inhabitants of tho + Coun- 
tries: And to this Day the Clergy are frequently the 
People’s Barrier and Protectors, again the Violence 
and Avarice of their Governors; which have been 
fuch, and fo intollerable, thaSI myfelf have known 
more than one loaded back to O/d Spain with Crimes 
and Chains. 

Monsieur Frexier gives the following Account of 
the Spanif> Politicks in America: ‘ It is to be obferved, 
* that moft Employments are given, or fold, only for 
‘ a limited Time. The Viceroysand Prefidents gene- 
‘ rally hold theirs feven Years; fome Correyidoret 
* and Governors have theirs for five, and the greatet 
*-Number but for three. It is eafy to fee into the 
* Defign of this Regulation, which is doubtlefs to -pre- 
‘ vent their having Time to gain Creatures, and form 
* Parties againfta King who is fo remote from them ; 
* but it mutt alfo be granted, that this Policy is attended 
* with many inevitable Inconveniencies, which, in my 
* Opinion, are the main Caufe of the ill Government 
* of the Colony, and of the little Profic it affords to 
* the King of Spain; for the Officers look upon the 
© Time their Employments laft, as a Jubilee which is 
‘ to come but once in their Lives, at the End whereof 
‘ they will be laughed at, if they have not made their

3. As to the Spanifh Regulations in regard to the Trade 
gf their Indies, Do&or Davenant has already obferved in 
general for me, ° That it may be objected, that the Spavi-

* be anfwered, fays he, That whoever confiders the 
* Laws and politick Initituuons of Spain, will find them 
‘ es well formed, and contrived with as much Skill
